Margin; Many Attend 

Winning: hy a very dose margin, the :\rcGill dobatcr.s ropro- 
sented by Dave Lewis and Fred Stone, npholding the resolution: 
"Resolved That Democracy Ha.s Failed,'' defeated 'the Briti.sh 
loam represented by Mili-hell and Lloyd, in the presence of :in 
r.udiencc that filled the large Convocation ]IalI at the R.V.C., 
last jiight. - " 

J The debate was keenly contested and was resplendent Avith 

W| oxcellent oratpry throughout. Both sides presented flicii- views 
^ in a clear and logical manner, whith made it difficulty for the 
.ludges to select the winners. i -.v... . :

"The two-fold .lim of dcniocr.icv Js

tinued Lewis. JIc showed that the ad- 
vent of the Indui-trial Kovolutlon, coin- 
ciding with the democratic institu- 
tions, has shifted the weight of poli- 
tics- to the importance of economics. 

rurther, Lewis asked if the &talus 
of 'the people improved has improved 
for the last century through demo- 
cracy or through the Industrial Ke- 
voluilon. Poverty and misery arc now 
as prevalent as Ijcfore in spite of any 
Btlempts at democracy. "Can you sug- 
pest any way that democracy has al- 
leviated the present economic de- 
pression'.'" Lc"is chnllenged. Lewis 
then showed the condition of demo- 
cr.-icy in the British Isles: both the 
Conservatives and Laborites claim to- 
ameliorate the country's conditions, 
but the Liberals a discredited minor- 
• ity are able to block all legislation, 
international Relations 

"One would imagine that democracy 
could at least clean the filth of tlte 
international relations," suggested the 
speaker, "but they do not even do 
this." The dc'inocriitic pfjvcnimenta 
hiivc not even put forth a plan for 

JlfHlC." 

The leader of the affirmative went 
on to show that in spite of the tact 
that three of the greatest powers — 
Jlnglaiid, the United States, and 
J''r;m<;e — uei-e dcmoLTnr.'ics: in 3!U4, the 
(.îreut AVar came on ncverllieless; and 
. decpile the fact that there still arc 
nunieruuE democratic govcrruncnt's, 
\V!j.r is as imminent as before. 

Lewis ended ills well-delivered ar- 
guments saying Hiat, "Jn the realm of 
jiroiiiuling luimaii happiness, deino- 
f-rai-.v is alfsolulely a gross and un- 
forgivable failure."

Before '-ointiiencing on the actual, 
df'i'iii''. ihr' li:i<lt-r of ilic negative con- 
■ve.vcd the greetings of tlie students of 
Aberdeen University to tliose iit Mo- 
Gill. "Democracy lias a much wider

Record And Scholastic 
AchievemnetH 



.Sehenecl.adj-, .N'.V., Oct. 31— (Hpec- 
ial lo tho McGIU Dally)— I'rcsldcnt 
l-'rank Parker Day today announced 
the aiipoiiittnent of fîeneral Sir Ar- 
thur William Ciirrle, O.C.M.O., K.C.I!., 
U. D., Principal ot McOIll University, 
lis tho honorary chancellor of Union 
College for this year. 

During the fireat War Sir Arthur 
conitnanded tho Canadian Corps tn 
Franco and Dr. May served under 
lilin, first as the commander ot the 
lôlh Dattallon Capo Ureton Hlgh- 
laiirlers and later as the Commander 
of tho :;5th Battalion. Sir Arthur will 
deliver tho Chancellor's address at 
the ]3,ïth .\nnu.il commencement of 
Union College here, Juno 15. 10Î1. 

President Day of Union., College, 
while I^hodcs Scholar at Oxford from 
Nova Scotia in 1907, had gained mili- 
tary experience in the King Edward's 
Light Horse, ranking as second lieu 
tenant when ho returned to Canad.a 
two years .later to become Professor 
of English at the University ot New 
Brunswick. During his three years 
there he joined the :Sth New Bruns- 
wick Dragoons, attaining the rank of 
major. 

In 1914 he left his position as Pro- 
fessor of English at Cameglo Insti- 
tute ot Technologj', Pittsburgh, to 
join the C.E.F., Colonel Day resigned 
from the Canadian Mtlitia In 1913 to 
take permanent residence in tlie Unlt- 
eil States, where ho resumed his duties 
as Professor ot English and Dean ot 
Carnegie Tech. In 1927 he went to 
Swarthmoro coHcgo as Profes.sor of 
English and in Xovember, 192S, ho 
was appointed president oC Union 
College, which Inaugrated him May i.

Student Labour 

VIGOROUS attacks have been made fronV 
^ time to time upon the value of student 
labour, particularly during the summer 
months when it is so much in evidence. 
Typical of the average univei-sity in North 
America in this respect, McGill has a large 
delegation in the various commercial fields 
every year, though it is likely that the 
number was unavoidably diminished during 
the summer of 1930 due, of course, to the 
ec onomic, d epression. 

^jj^P^ve heard employer.? remark that 
Ihcy would prefer to engage any kind of 
labour other than that which emanates 
from the university gates each spring, even 
though the .iobs to be filled are of short 
duration. The principal reason for such a 
claim, is that the undergraduate does not 
take his summer duties .seriously; that he 
is thinking more of financial returns than 
of concentrated effort in his particular 
task; .and that as the position is a 
"pbrary one, he need not anticipate the

What we object to is thé fact that the 
above accusation is made against college 
students as a whole. Fortunately, we have 
also been told by other employers that 
student labour is quite efficient and 
satisfactory. This immediately presents a 
contradiction which goes to prove that 
defects, in the competent- of undergradu- 
teSifcoutside. the university cannot be 
pped to students collectively but to 
individual cases only. 

We do not deny that tliere are 
examples of situations where college 
.students have made mistake.s. But any 
indifference which, they may show is not 
the result of the university environment 
to which they are accustomed in the winter 
months; it is merely a trait of the individ- 
ual Avhich will manifest itself in whatever 
he attempts. The university, by stimulating 
mental endeavour, tends to increase the 
efficiency of the student in all of his under- 
takings. 

Thus we feel justified in refuting 
.statements brought forward that student 
labour is ineffectual because of university 
iiifluence. Uhdérgraduates have earned an 
enviable reputation in certain lines of com- 
merce, and if at any time it;jSuffer.s, it is 
as a result of failings attributable only to 
the weaknesses of the few who fall short 
of any objec^^^,^regar,d^^^ its natiire. 

Debaling's Weakness 

ALTHOUGH McGill won the debate last 
night and all four speakers acquitted 
themselves with honor, yet it mu.st be 
admitted that the large audience Avas 
treated to a feast of reason and a flow of 
soul rather than to i)ublic speaking at its 
Jjest. Long sections of all speeches were 
designed merely to make points, and the 
audience was fprced to sit through several 
rathei' uninteresting dissertations on poli- 
tics and forms of government. 

It has been suggested that the com- 
petitive debate be abolished and in its 
place substituted the more informal dis- 
cussion which gives greater scope for yrit 
and originality. In a competitive debate the 
speakers are too anxious to impress their 
listeners with point after point, and aU 
though one can appreciate these when well 
p^-ppounded, yet there must", be in .,ey.ery 
formal debate quite a bpdy of matter u'n- 
intoresting to the audience, the judges and 
to the speakers, themselves. 

With regard to the use of wit and 
.humour in- speaking, last evening's per- 
formances, were particularly barren. Our 
own men made no attempt to i;itroduce 
'anything even mildly funny, while the 
B]'itishe)-,s did on occasion take sufficient 
time off from the evei'lusting making of 
jjointa to toll a joke or two. ,To one who has 
.seen debaters laugh their oi)poneiits out of 
the deeiiiion by brilliant sallies, witty 
repartee and a ready fynd of "little slor- 
iea," the meeliniJ of .Rpsakers in the ll.V.C.

L.ast year, Iho insect Pluy,;— a 
Czecho-SloviOtian drama, — was blvcn two extra 
performances to nccommodalo the large demand, 
and ihc Pre-Christmas Piny of this Bcsslon Vas 
taken to Quebec for two cvcninRs. 

Club Workshop' 
rroliably the most Interesting feature of the 
Club however, Ik a new department Instituted just 
at the bCKinnlng of this session. "This Dopnrtnicnt i.s 
called the Workshop, and the I'laya sponsored by 
it arc the -Workshop Plays, The main objecf Is the 
training of actors and actresses for t.^klng pan In 
tho major features, and to provide a training ground 
Tor Oirectors, electricians, scenery designers, and 
others connected with production, ll was Inaugurat- 
ed last Kull-iis an expcrlnicnl, the Intention being 
to incorporate it us u permanent feature of the 
Club if 11 proved a success after one year's' trial, 
So great hai this success been, that though It has 
as yet no official standing. It Is eoncrally consid- 
ered and recognized as one of tho essential activi- 
ties ot the Club; and ll is certain that tho annual 
meeting- will sêë*it pemiftnenlly constituted. . 

So far three sots linvo been produced, a set be- 
ing twb plays of one act each. Tlioy .are pre.scnteil 
in the McGill Union, where there is no i-tage, and 
thus plenty oC opportunity la afforded producerH 
In displaying their talents In traii.tforniing tlic 
quiet and dignified reading room Intu somctliing 
like a. Play-House. A committee^ waa^ invited to at- 
tend and Judge the plays compclitivcly, with an 
idea of choosing in the spring that play which 
wa,s dirccleil, acted and producoii in the mos'l suit- 
able fashion. This ot course rosters a. desirable 
element!' of competition. 

Managed Only by Studantc 
All the plays are acted, directed, and prb'duced 
solely by Etudents and chiefly for clurteni^- With 
this in view, they have been chosen so as to ex- 
emplify, in ^?o far as one-act plays can, tho dlCfor- 
ent types ot the- modern drama. Thus, the first 
evening was de\'5ted to the work of American 
authors, the second, to two Continentals; and the 
third, to two English. It Is planned that tho fourth 
and last evening .shall see' tho prenentatlon of a 
Iluselan and a German play, both to bo translated 
by members of tho Club, und both of tho modern- 
istic type. Thus, bcsldts pnacticai experience for 
budding aj-tlsts, tliese pla.v.s proyidff cntcrtainjnient 
and an opportunity for study," for 'bôtH'tlitftfe "Avho 
lake part in the actual production, and thoio 'who 
assemble lo form the audience. The last set, which 
was presented Monday evening, iillracted over two 
hundred stuticnls and others interested. An early 
warning on the i)art of the manager of this dc- 
|)artment pointed out that In view of the choice 
of authors and the differences in tlieir mcptali- 
tiès, the audience should Judge the plays not by 
tlic Hiiiouiit of eiiterlainmenl afforded, but by the 
degree of succens attained by the produc.ers and 
actors in their atte)ni)ts td produce them suitably, 
"The Workshop _is Intended to produce; good audi- 
ences as well as good actors and directors.'" 
No Restrictions on Membership 
ll \vJll be sçen that ihc .Mctilll .Players" I'ltil) 
is a much larger and.^a much more comprelic-ii- 
vive organisation than its counterpart at U.B.C. .\ 
provision in the Constitution of the .Students' «So- 
ciety eliminaties any restrictions on mci>ibcr«il)jp.| 
Virtually all students of the L'nlvcrslty are mem- 
ber.?, and actually all and any who iii'o sufflfdent- 
ly interested lo attend the first meeting of the 
sassion and to sign cirds that are 'distributed tor 
the purpose, are given an opporl unity lo take un 
active part. 'Aese Oije-Act plays have discover- 
ed a considerable amount of new talent among ihc 
students of the University, and have given them, 
an 6pportunlty/ ot practising and developing tiielr 
talents. 

In view of these excel.lent features, there can 
be no doubt that the McGill Players' Club is 
bound to continue it It» prosperity and success.

Objective Unacheivsd 
Fred Stone of ."\IcOlll spcond 'speak- 
for Iho affirmative, Insinlcd that 
Inco democracy had not oonfcrrcd the 
sovereignty of the state to the people. 
It had fiilled In IIm chief aim. lie 
showed that people do not actually 
hoo.'ie lliolr ruler."", wlio aio In the 
majority of ciise the heiid.i of larKC 
organlsnllona or concerns. In pnrl ro- 
ultal of one of MIlclicH's sliitcmenlK 
hat democracy moled out Justice with 
an even hand, Slono emphatically dc- 
ciarod that nothing ot Iho sort was 
evident. 

In' the United States, for instance, 
there nro cndlesa number ot critnliiala 
hat go iinponoIlRca. Chicago, Now 
York, and Detroit, aro amongst the 
most notorious examples. There- Is a 
surprising amount o£ corruption be- 
tween gangsters .and maglslrnlcs. It 
was indicated that tho law-makers 
were tho successful politicians, and 
that corruption in campaigning often 
accounted for -a certain party coining 
into power. A democracy offers many 
opportunities for graft; such à de 
mocracy destroys the people's respect 
for honesty. 

Stone cited the example of the 
downfall ot a democracy in Italy as a 
shining liistancc. Mexico, reru, Brazil 
;ind Argentine all ijro democrncles, 
and revolutions are tho order of the 
day there. Stone concluded his re- 
m.arks by saying that the outstanding 
reason for tho failure of democracy 
was that public opinion was opposed 
to the movement. 

Future Tààk 0«fficult 
Trevor Lloyd, Inst of the lour de- 
baters, conveyed the fellclttitions oC 
his fellow — students at Bristol to the 
scholars at McGill. The. future task 
for democracy is a two-fold and dif- 
ficult one: to -become a political de- 
mocracy and an economic democracy, 
ho aaid "Tho Jatter lias not yoli been 
acheived. Tho succcsa ol this . move- 
ment depends on the ' education of the 
Individuals. In this direction, demo- 
cracy has accomplished several things: 
it improved |he cducallon.Tl ayslcm, 
and bettered ihp method ot govern- 
ment. It the attempts at democracy 
have failed, it is because of the trials 
to put, it In different types oC con- 
ditions." 

The speaker criticised Stone's at- 
titude toward Italy In holding It up as 
a shining example o£ ii country that 
threw off the cloak of democracy 
Mussolini declares repcateilly that the 
future ot Italy dejiends on war. Lloyd 
put' forth one of Htiiiiley Brildwln's 
quolations that the only hope ot this 
world' agaiiiKl Iho mllitarlsni ot the 
future Ilea In dcmocrallc government 

Tho last speaker ended Impressively 
Buying that to declare dcmocrncy a 
failure Is to suggest that civilisation 
\a III an end. - 

Short' Rebuttal 
The leader of tho'negatlvo was the 
first to refute; ho made a few cursory 
rcmarkH ot iho debnto In * gcnernl 
i-Ialihlng that If demijcracy was lin- 
(lopiilar, it would nut bo an cxisllng 
form of govn-iiinent. 

]..Rwis, in 'ilia lurn, rjuotcd from 
nnldwin, "that democracy is still u'n 
.-ispiratiun, but not a fact.'' The very 
rise .of I''ascl8n) Ihroughoiil tho world 
goes to show Ihiit democracy . will 
soon be a thing of th.o past.- .
